My  child,  about  fix  months  old,  fo:  the  teaVable,  was> 
fcalded  in  the  Forehead  by  the  fpouting of  boiling  waterfrom  theurn:  There  infiantly  arofe 
a  veficle  before  there  was  time  to  apply  any  thing.  Mrs.  Lee,  in  my  abfence,  endeavoured 
to  ufe  the  Trabtors,  but  the  child  cried  fo  heartily,  the  could  not  apply  them,  until  it  fell  / 
afleep  ;  when,  on  drawing  the  points  lightly  over  the  part,  the  child  would  dart  awake  as 
oiten  as  they  were  applied.
